This lacerated Iheir hands lerribly 
and aggravated Ihe already serious 
burns, ilr. Filzgerald also look a 
pail and carried waler four times 
from Ihe nearby creek lo save Ihe 
car bul fen exhausted. Besides Ihe 
building and ils furniture Ihe men, 
lost four rifles, •bnsiderable cloth- 
ing and Mr. Lampert lost a valuable 
watch and a large sum of money 
which he had wilh him."

The American 'navy—now 223,000 


strong—is made up entirely of vol- 
unteers. There is not a drafted man 
in it. Every bluejacket went in be- 
cause he preferred the navy to any 
other branch of the military ser- 
vice. 


Many 
persons 
have 
mistaken 


ideas about service in the navy, par- 
ticularly since the selective service 
law \vcnt into effect. 


Some people think that after a 


man is .drafted he may be sent 
to 


cither the army or the navy. This 
is a mistake. A drafted man goes 
into the arm)' only; never into the 
navy. 


The only way to get into the navy 


is to volunteer. 


A man who registered and 
who 


has a number still has a chance to 
enlist in the navy. But he must en- 
list in the navy before he U called 
for service in the new national ar- 
my. Up to the lime a man is called 
for examnation he can enlist with 
whatever service he desires, but af- 
ter that time he can do nothing but 
serve in the army. 


A man that has been exempted 


from service in the new national 
army cannot then enist in the navy. 
An exempted man is out of 
all 


branches of the military service un- 
tfl his exemption is revoked. 


When a man of draft age comes 


to the navy recruiting station in Mil- 
waukee to enlist he must show his 
registration card. The station then 
telegraphs the man's local 
board 


to find out if he has been called. If 
he has not the man is accepted; if 
he has the navy is compelled to turn 
him down. 


Young men between the ages of 


18 and 35 who would like to Join 
the navy or who would like to know 
about the conditions of enlistment, 
instruction, pay and 
advancement,

This allows alternate 
periods of rest, la which the dormant 
resistance spores may lay off their 
heavy protective wall and begin active 
growths. 
In the growing state the 


bacteria are easily destroyed by the 
next period of boiling. For quart and 
two-quart Jars a dally boiling of one 
and a half to two hours Is recom- 
mended.

NEW REVENUE TAX 


NOW IN FORCE 


War Tax Measures Adopted 


By Congress Effective Be- 


ginning on Dec. 1 


War revenue stamp taxes author- 


ized by the war tax bill passed by 
Congress during the last 
session 


went into effect Saturday, Decem- 
1. Revenue stamps must now be 
placed on parcel .post packages, 
playing cards, passenger and steam 
ship tickets, bonds of indemnity or 
indebtness, 
capital. stock 
issues, 


stock 
transfers, 
produce' sales, 


drafts, 
promissory 
notes, treaty 


conveyances and deeds, and assign- 
ments of power of attorney. Or- 
dinary bank checks or policies of 
reinsurance are exempt from the 


tax. 


Both Rhmelander banks have re- 


ceived a quantify of the new rev- 
enue stamps. They are in several 
denominations, including one cent, 
two cents, three cents, five cents, 
ten cents, thirty cents, sixty cents 
and one dollar. 


These taxes are identical to the 


ones imposed during the 
Spanish- 


American war. 


No parcel post packages will be 


accepted at the postoffice unless a 
war tax stamp of one cent for each 
twenty-five cents postage or frac- 
tion thereof is affixed to the parcel. 


The government anticipates deriv 


ing a large revenue from the tax 
on capital stock transfers. Stamps 
will be affixed to stock books and 
the tax is two cents for each one 
hundred dollars or fraction thereof 
of the face value. 


Bonds of indebtedness are taxed 


five cents for each $100 of face val- 
ue or fractions and renewals are 
to be taxed as new issues. 


Indemnity and surely bonds are 


subject to a lax of fifty cents or 
one per cent of the premium charg- 
ed for the execution of the bonds. 


Bonds or policies of reinsurance are 
exempt from the lax. 


Fpr drafts or checks payable oth- 


er than at sight or on demand and 
for promissory notes and their re- 
newal, the tax is two cents for each 
$100 or ' fraction. Ordinary bank 
checks such as are used in Rhine- 
lander will not be subjected to the 
tax. 


Realty • conveyances and 
deeds 


are taxed for fifty cents where the 
value of the interest conveyed U be- 
tween $100 and $500 or fraction. 
Deductions may be made on only 
a lien or encumbrance remaining 
on the property at the time of the 
sale.

Proxies for voting at any meet- 


ing, except of religious, charitable, 
fraternal, 
educational or 
literary 


organizations must bear a ten cent 
revenue stamp. For power of 
at- 


torney the tax is twenty-five cents. 
In addition to the old tax of 
two 


:ents on playing cards a new tax of 
five cents per package is added. 


As a result of the new taxes mil- 


ions of dollars in revenue are ex- 
pected to reach the treasury depart-

Finland's native crops for the year 


have failed. Al! hope of relief from 
Russia has been lost. Fifty thousand 
tons of wheat an'd rye contracted and 
paid for In the United States and Can- 
aria last spring hare been comman- 
deered for France. America Is Fin- 
land's only hope. Dr. Kaarlo Ignatius, 
special commissioner from that coun- 
try. Is In Washington appealing to offi- 
cials In the cause of humanity to re- 
lease to his government the TO.OOO tons 
of supplies purchased before the food 
law was enacted, hut commandeered

Administrator Herbert C. 


Hoover for the allied armies In Franco. 
After weeks of negotiations with Ad- 
ministrator Hoover and the war trade 
board. Dr. Ignatius has failed to ac- 
compUjh his pcrjmse. He has Ambas- 
sador BathmetlfJf of Russia aiding 
him. acd also the sympathy of the 
Hrttish government. "I am going to 
keep up the fight." Dr. Ignatius said. 
"Already our people are star-vine. If 
I must, I will appeal to your president, 
who has declared to all the world that 
America Is fighting In this war for the 
preservation of the rights of all na- 
tions, small as well as great. 1 do 
hop« that the United States, the first 
nation in the world standing up for 
the rights of mankind and nations, will 
save us In this critical hour. Our gov- 
ernment foresaw a food shortage Ia«t 
spring and placed orders In Ihe United 
States and Canada for r.0,000 tens of 
(Train. After placing these orders we 
could not get a license from the InUr- 
allled supply committee In Petrognd 
to import these supplies. 
Tin- com- 


mittee t«al<! Finland could, pet all the 
uheat it needed from Russia. There- 
upon our government paid 00,000.000 
Finnish marks to the Russian govern- 
ment, which had taken over all fool 
supplies of the country. Russia guar- 
anteed to make deliveries of wheat to 
our country In August ami September. 
Then came the revolution ar.d Fin- 
land got nothing from Russia, not even 
her money tack. Besides the revolu- 
tion, transportation conditions make It 
Impossible to get supplies from Rce- 
sla."

The general strike In Finland was 


approaching a crisis Wednesday, ac- 
cording to a Rcuter dispatch filed at 
Ilelslngfors on that date. Excesses 
arc reported especially In south Fin- 
land, where about 25 mm of the prop- 
ertied class have been murdered. The 
socialists'are armed with military rifles 
end further excesses are feared. 


NORWAY. 


The Christian!* Morgenbladet has 


shown a strong pro-American bias 
since the entrance of the United States 
Into the war. In a leading editorial 
It says: "America Is now the focus of 
war preparations. The experiences of 
three years* war on all fronts are be- 
ing profitably assimilated, and the most 
systematic military training Is being 
practiced under French and English 
officers. Special commissions from Eu- 
rope superintend the manufacture of 
all that Ii needed by sea, by land, and 
In the air. Ammunition making Is be- 
ing driven on with unheard of Inten- 
sity, standardization of air machines, 
experiment with new weapons, hew 
technical Inventions In every field. If 
there is any place where we can learn 
things. It Is In America today. Nor- 
wegian naval and military attaches 
should be at once sent to America. In 
the future Norway will have to obtain 
more of her war material from the 
United States, and U Is very import- 
ant to strengthen our legation In 
Washington." Foreign Minister Ihlen, 
in his speech In the storting, told how 
England had not only annulled the so- 
called branch agreement with Norway, 
but had suspended all such agree- 
ments. 


A Hutchlnson. Minn, produce com- 


pany has received an order for butter 
from Capt. Roald Amundsen, the great 
Norwegian evplorer, who Is outfitting 
a ship for another expedition to unex- 
plored regions In arctic waters. All 
provisions on ruch trips must be of 
Ithe highest pra<!e. Jt Is because of the 
reputation for the keeping qualities of 
Ilutchlnson butter that the company 
'gets the order, and for the came rea- 
'son year after year the company re- 
ceives a contract for a large amount of 
butter from the Tnlted States govern- 
ment for the nary, this year"* contract 
being for CO tots.

SWEDEN. 


There are now hundreds and hun- 


dreds of homeless Stockholm families 
who cannot afford the rental required 
for any kind of a home. In proportion 
to the jwpulatlon, Stockholm has an 
extraordinary number of hotels, estab- 
lish^ particularly to meet the tourist 
stream In summer. It Is now often Ixn- 
|"i>Mt>le to get a hotel room In Stock- 
In ilia. The guests are placed in bath- 
rooms, otlioe rooms, even In large 
wardrobes, so as nut to be forced to 
spend the night In Ihe street, and It 
hapi>eas that even ae many as four 
person*, all strangers to each other, 
steep In the same room. Still worse (* 
the scarcity of house rooms and tene- 
laents. At tiio end of September thoc-; 
applying fur rooms and tenements In 
Stockholm, numbered 1.IV5G, and the 
corresiujjuling opportunities were 232. 
In order to usvist the homeless fami- 
lies temporarily, Ihe housing commis- 
sion lias opened several school houses 
for them, and the Swedish Ked Cross 
l;as assisted with equipment. The cvm- 
missioa has also offered premiums to 
those families, willing to house the 
homeless in their own apartments. 
Even the attics and basements are 
u<ed for lodging. The scarcity of coal 
In Sweden affects all industries, all 
branches of communication and home 
life. Many i«tssenger boats and trains 
have been withdrawn, with the result 
that those still runr.Ing are overflowed 
with people. 
A sleeping car ticket 


must be ordered at least a fortnight 
before the Journey. The Illumination 
of trains and railway stations Is con- 
siderably reduced. 
Official buildings 


are nnt heated more than Is absolutely 
necessary. Churches are warmed" only 
i>n Sumluys. Everywhere the saving 
policy reigns. During -recent years 
ir.any veysets loadinl with coal have 
si:nk before reaching the harbor of 
Stockholm. Persons now have tried 
to raise this coal from the !*>ttom of 
the sea, and more than 4.000 tons Is 
reported to have l>een recovered near 
Stockholm by this method. One of the 
coal fi-hers lias earned $4,000 from his 
"fisheries."

The 
Stockholm 
Tidnlngen says: 


"America has decided on o policy 
which, according to President Wilson's 
nearest adviser In commercial politics. 
Administrator of Food Supplies 1L C. 
Hoover, would simply place the neu- 
trals face to face with the alternatives 
either of sfarving or Joining the al- 
lies." Concerning the report of the 
American announcement that "Sweden 
has been urged to cease exporting iron 
ore and other materials to Germany," 
the Tidnlngen remarks: "Regardless 
of the extent to which this demand 
may be maintained, and even the Unit- 
ed States should be contented with the 
limitations of our Iron and mineral ex- 
ports, the question remains In princi- 
ple the same. Sach demands are at- 
tacks on the right to dispose of and to 
control one's own products. Thanks to 
such rights, we have up to now been 
In a position to maintain our commer- 
cial neutrality. As far as known. Swe- 
den has never given up Its right to ex- 
port Its own products to whomsoever 
It wished. It Is of enormous Interest 
to Sweden to reach some such under- 
standing with the western powers, that 
their blockade against us and other 
Scandinavian countries may cease at 
the eartlest possible moment, bnt with 
the above In mind one must see that 
such an understanding Is perhaps im- 
possible to reach, on account of the 
exaggerated demands from their side."

Five examples of a new fpedes of 


the gorilla, hitherto unknown by sci- 
entists, have been takin to the Rlks 
isuseua of Stockholm by Capt. Ellas 
Arrheniui from the eastern part of 
Itelgian Congo. This new variety, 
uhich has be<n call<-d "Gorilla Ilerin- 
gei Jlikenlsensls," after the mountain 
Slikrno. where It lives, has a longer 
skull than the nearest variety, "Gorilla 
SaMngo." The length Is 310 millimeters, 
while the skull of the iabingo gorilla 
sho*sor,ly27G millimeters. The nasal- 
bone and the cheekbones are of a dif- 
ferer.J shape. White markings like that 
of the chimpanzee probably Indicates 
a crossing between gorilla and chim- 
panzee. The new variety also differs 
la color. "Gorilla Mikenlsensls" lives 
in droves and Is very shy. In order to 
get the five examples now given to 
the Stockholm museum. Captain Arr- 
henlus and his men had to creep 
through the brush to pet an opportu- 
nity to shoot. The negro population 
hunts this gorilla for Its skin—or for 
vengeance. At the time of Captain 
Arrhenlns* visit a negro *hot five go- 
rillas because one of his relatives had 
been killed by one of the beast*. 


To get food for the horses, the Swed- 


ish population has started to harvest 
the heather, which ETOWS abundantly 
In some parts of Sweden. They cut off 
and dry the tops. Experiments have 
proven that It has almost the san* en- 
tritlon value as fc*y. A kind of flour 
also has been prepared from the heath- 
er, and It has been used for baking 
purpose. Coffee Is now prepared cf 
everything except coffee beans. Roots 
of the dandelion are used, r Coff*« is 
highly appreciated 
The match fac- 


tories operate with aspens from Swe- 
den, n«t from Russia.
